employee Valerie Plame. Libby, of course, is 
a fall guy for the White House conspirators 
who planned Iraq; the federal prosecutor 
who nailed him overreached, as prosecutors 
too often do, and the judge handed down an

all but one Republican sought obfuscate. 

The slick assurance with which former 
Massachusetts governor Mitt Romney and 
former New York mayor Rudy Giuliani sup- 
port Bush's war is either supremely stupid 
or debasingly cynical. McCain's insistent 
support for the troop surge can only be con- 
strued as certifiably delusional. 

Those Democrats who are understand- 
ably disturbed by New York senator Hillary 
Clinton’s refusal apologize until rela- 
tively recently — for supporting Bush's ini- 
tial Iraq strategy should keep this mind. 
A vast and measurable gulf separates the 
Republican from the Democratic 
candidates. 

The Democrats — be they leader or lag- 
gard — are trying to come to grips with 
real-life problems; their struggles to do so, 
not surprisingly, raise more questions than 
the candidates can satisfactorily answer.

Voters were foolish enough to put 
the Republicans in the White House in the 
two most recent national elections. It is not 
a forgone conclusion that it will not happen 
again. 


HOPE COLLIDES WITH REALITY 

The new but very slim Democratic congres- 
sional majorities have been able to give the 
Bush White House a touch of heartburn 

on a couple of occasions this year. But as 

of the Memorial Day recess, Washington 
Democrats have hardly even begun to undo 
the damage that Bush has inflicted on the 
nation. The failure force withdrawal 
timeline in Iraq is perhaps the most public 
disappointment. But the most telling is the 
inability — or unwillingness — of some Dem- 
ocrats to break the stranglehold with which 
corporate interests hold Washington captive. 
Conservative Democrats, channeling the 
ghost of the now-indicted former Republican 
House majority leader Tom Delay, of Texas, 
failed to bring to a vote a measure that would 
make it more difficult for former members of 
Congress to become lobbyists themselves — 
at least until two years had passed.

When QubeTV — the video-sharing site 
“run by conservatives for conservatives” — 
was launched in April, we were intrigued. 
Conceived as a rock-ribbed rejoinder to 
YouTube's “liberal bias” (after a Michelle 
Malkin short containing graphic images of 
Muslim violence was yanked from the site), 
it was something new and exciting. What 
sort of reactionary bons mots might one find 
there? 

In the early going, there wasn’t much to 
see. But recently, faithful users — such as 
“America Rocks” and “cruel and unusual” 
— have been rallied, and by now the site 
is populated with scads of clumsily Photo- 
shopped images and semi-clever clips. It’s 
everything you could have dreamed of: the 
racism is thinly veiled, the homophobia 
vigorous, the jingoism loud and proud.

Faces Conflict 


Marine Corps challenge anti-war vets 


Each summer, it seems, the Iraq War 
springs another issue for the peace move- 
ment to rally around, symbolized by a 
specific face with a story to tell. In 200s, it 
was Cindy Sheehan’s loss and her dogged in- 
sistence that Bush explain why we invaded 
Iraq, where she lost her 24-year-old son. In 
2006, it was Lieutenant Ehren Watada’s 
refusal to deploy. This summer, the latest 
phase of the movement may be epitomized 
two more faces: Marine Corporal Adam 
Kokesh and Marine Sergeant and Boston- 
chapter president of Iraq Veterans Against 
the War (IVAW) Liam Madden, both of 
whom were honorably discharged from the 
Individual Ready Reserve (IRR), a group of 
unpaid reservists that can be, but rarely are, 
called up. The pair learned this past week 
that the Marine Corps was recommending 
they receive “other than honorable” dis- 
charges as a result of certain aspects of their 
anti-war activities. 

Kokesh’s troubles began after he received 
an e-mail from an officer that said he was 
being investigated for wearing uniform 
a“mock combat patrol” earlier this year. The 
IVAW member responded by saying, among 
other things, “go fuck yourself.” For that re- 
mark, as well as for the clothing infraction, 
the corps informed Kokesh — who, along 
with Madden, has been defended by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars — that he would 
prosecuted. But not before offering

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him a plea bargain. 

Not one to be intimidated, 
Kokesh turned down the plea 
and chose instead to travel 
to Kansas City to appear be- 
fore a military tribunal on 
Monday. The board's official 
recommendation was that 
Kokesh receive a general dis- 
charge, which is a step below 
an honorable discharge and 
allows him to hang on to 
his benefits. Kokesh says he 

might appeal the judgment. 

Madden, a Boston resi- 
dent attending Northeast- 
ern in September, told the 
Phoenix that his charges, like 
Kokesh’s, are two-fold. The 
first is for wearing a standard- 
issue camouflage utility top 
to a protest. The second is for 
“disloyal statements” the Corps claim made 
during a speech in February, when he was not 
in uniform. “I said that the president has be- 
trayed us service members, that the war in Iraq 
is a war crime, and that the war in Iraq is a war 
of aggression,” says Madden. As of yet, no hear- 
ing has been scheduled for him. 
Madden, co-founder of the Appeal for Redress 

petition signed almost 2000 active-duty 
military personnel urging Congress cut the 
funding — says that if he were to lose his honor-

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able discharge, he'd have“a black 
mark on his record” that would 
make it difficult to “get all sorts of 
employment, particularly govern- 
ment employment.” Far more 
serious, though, are the broader 
effects these rulings could have 
on members of the IRR: namely, 
that it could keep other vets from 
speaking out for fear of becom- 
ing subjected to investigation. 
The danger is, as Madden puts 
it, “if trying silence 
veterans, then you're impeding 
a society that would otherwise be 
informed and be free.” 
Do the corps have grounds to 
do this? Kathleen Duignan, ex- 
ecutive director of the National 
Institute of Military Justice, 
confirms there's a regulation 
that states military personnel, 
active or inactive, aren't to wear any sort of 
uniform to a public protest.

in the same solar system. The Democrats and 
Republicans don’t only differ markedly on 
the issues — they don’t even agree on what 
the issues are. 

Witness this week’s debates. The 
Democrats think they’ve got it all figured 
out: focus the unpopular Iraq War and 
the election is theirs. But contrary to con- 
ventional wisdom, the Republicans are 
actually better positioned the subjects 
likely continue preoccupying voters 
through 2008: national security and immi- 
gration. All they have nominate the 
right candidate, though that, in itself, is a 
tall order. 

The Iraq War would great rallying 
cry for the Democrats if they were running 
against George Bush again. But 
be on the ballot in 2008, and it’s likely that 
whomever the GOP nominates will also 
committed to ending the war — if it hasn’t 
begun wind down already. 

In contrast, the two issues currently 
pressed the GOP are likely far more 
salient in the fall of 2008. Take homeland 
security. The feds may have foiled a plot to 
blow up New York’s JFK airport during the 
past week, but this was scarcely mentioned 
during the Democratic debate. The result? 
Rudy Giuliani owns national security against 
any Democratic comer, now more than ever. 

The other topic preoccupying 
Republicans and one which could 
shape the race profoundly immigra- 
tion. It also scarcely drew comment at 
the Democratic contest. Yet as Congress 
considers complex immigration-reform 
package, conservative Republican grass- 
roots, led by talk radio, have mobilized 
against the bill, describing “amnesty” 
for immigrants who came this country 
illegally. 

Leading the GOP charge against the bill 
have been Mitt Romney and Fred Thompson; 
John McCain has cast himself as its defender, 
joining President Bush and his brother 
Jeb, the former Florida governor. Giuliani 
has sidestepped the controversy somewhat 
tying his criticism the legislation its 
“hodgepodge” nature (as congressional 
bills were never a hodgepodge). 

This growing split in the GOP on immi- 
gration will likely affect the presidential race 
in four key ways: 


1) THE PRESIDENT WILL LOSE SUPPORT AMONG 
HIS BASE, BUT THAT WON'T HELP DEMOCRATS. 
Bush already quite unpopular, but he’s 
retained the allegiance the Republican 
base so far. This will change, making it 
even more difficult for the president get 
anything out of Congress for the rest of his 
term whether it’s confirming future 
Supreme Court appointment funding the 
war. also will make criticism the presi- 
dent all fronts far more cogent theme

2) WITHIN THE PARTY, JOHN McCAIN’S CANDIDACY

3) INDEPENDENTS MAY BE MOBILIZED TO VOTE IN

assumed that most Independents would 
flock to the Democratic race — either to vote 
against Hillary influence what had 
looked like more compelling race. 

The immigration issue could change 
that.

4) iF A COMPROMISE IMMIGRATION BILL DOESN’T 
PASS BECAUSE OF CONSERVATIVE OPPOSITION, 

THE ISSUE WILL HURT THE GOP IN THE LONG RUN. 
Here’s where immigration could cause prob- 
lems for the Republicans. Thompson and 
Romney may gain short-term advantage 
the primaries, thanks their opposition. 
But if the measure actually fails, Hispanic 
voters will remember who helped defeat 
bill that they, and large, supported (or op- 
posed because wasn’t liberal enough). 

Thus, Romney Thompson actually 
wins the nomination, he will face a mass 
exodus of Hispanic voters. In 2004, Bush 
received roughly percent the Hispanic 
vote; his brother Jeb has run strongly among 
Hispanic voters in Florida, as well. It’s more 
than coincidental that the Bush brothers 
and McCain hail from border states with 
large number of Hispanic voters — Texas, 
Florida, and Arizona. 

The Republicans need those voters 
win general elections. Unless Romney and 
Thompson can couch their staunch oppo- 
sition in terms that are not perceived as 
anti-immigrant and that far easier said 
than done they could make themselves 
unelectable the fall 2008. 

Giuliani, for his part, likely avoid 
such problems: his subtler oppositional 
stance hurt him the long run. 
helps that he’s accustomed campaigning 
and governing places inhabited lots 
of immigrants, in contrast with Thompson 
and Romney. On this issue so far, Giuliani

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HOW LIBERAL CAN THE EDITORIAL PAGE GET? 


THE DAILY WORKER HAS NOTHING FEAR YET. BUT FOR THE PAST FEW 
MONTHS, THE EDITORIAL PAGE THE BOSTON HERALD SEEMS HAVE 
BEEN SHIRKING ITS DUTY THE CONSERVATIVE RIVAL. 


Consider the Herald’s May gloss 
Jarrett Barrios, the Cambridge state senator 
who’s about leave public office become 
president the Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
Foundation. Barrios staunch liberal and 
favorite whipping boy for conservatives. He’s 
also the second-best-known gay politician 
Massachusetts, after Congressman Barney 
Frank. And, unlike the Herald, he doesn’t 
think state legislators should vote pro- 
posed constitutional amendment banning 
gay marriage next week’s Constitutional 
Convention. 

The headline the Herald’s editorial 
“Barrios gone, Fluff safe” mocked 
Barrios’s failed quest ban Marshmallow 
Fluff state schools. But the Barrios bash- 
ing stopped there. Instead denouncing 
the stance the anti-gay- 
marriage amendment, the editorial offered 
this: “Barrios married his parmer, Doug 
Hattaway, following the Supreme Judicial 
Court’s landmark 2003 decision, and the 
cause remains one that both personal 
and political.” Then things got downright 
gushy: the Herald hasn’t always agreed with 
Barrios, but respects “his energy, his 
enthusiasm and his work ethic”; Barrios’s 
gaffes “made laugh”; was “able rep- 
resentative” his district; the paper would 
“miss him player the political arena.” 
Easy there, people. 

Granted, that’s just one editorial, but 
similar examples abound. In April, criticiz- 
ing the Bush Administration’s “tortured 
engagement” stem-cell research, 
the Herald approvingly paraphrased liberal 
icon Ted Kennedy (“When ideology trumps 
scientific fact, we’re trouble”). One 
month earlier, arguing that the congres- 
sional debate over non-binding Iraq reso- 
lution was pointless, the Herald began 
favorably citing Dennis Kucinich, the Ohio 
congressman and mega-lefty.

Fair enough, but the Herald has softened 
on gay marriage, too. In January 2004, 
after the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court’s Goodridge ruling legalized same-sex 
matrimony, the Herald urged the state leg- 

islature pass civil-union bill that would 
“satisfy the legitimate needs” gay couples 
while restricting marriage heterosexu- 
als. “Zealots both sides can rally all they 
want,” the Herald opined. “It doesn’t change 
the fact that public opinion occupies that 
vast middle ground wanting offer same- 
sex couples host rights and privileges 
WITHOUT redefining the concept mar- 
that has existed for centuries.” 

Note those capital letters, well the 
closing reference “centuries” traditional 


thetorical trope. Now consider how Cohen 
explained the Herald’s current position to 

the Phoenix: “We were okay with putting an 
amendment on the ballot that would both 
ban gay marriages and set system 
civil unions. We are far less comfortable 

with putting the ballot something that 
just says, ‘We're banning gay marriage.’ 
And are perfectly comfortable with the 
notion that, if the advocates for such a ban 
can’t muster 50 votes in the Constitutional 
Convention, then not worth putting 
the ballot. long there vote the 
ConCon — up, down, sideways — we're fine 
with that.” The difference primarily one 
tone and emphasis, but that doesn’t make 
any less striking. 


HOW MUCH TOO MUCH? 
Recent personnel changes at the Herald may 
partly responsible. description 
her relationship with current editor Kevin 
Convey and his predecessor Ken Chandler, 
Rupert Murdoch protégé, hints that the di- 
vide between the newsroom and the editorial 
page is more sacrosanct than it used to be. 
Cohen says her conversations with Chandler 
focused more logistics than content: for 
example, brief her upcoming news 
offerings case she wanted editorialize 
on them. But she also says this: “I always re- 
spected the fact that came from 
very different tradition, the British tradition. 
And they call editorials ‘leaders’ for reason 
because they really did lead the paper.” 
That said, the ongoing evolution of the 
Herald’s editorial voice may also driven 
basic political realities, and not just when 
it comes to the Iraq War. Back in 2004, gay 
was novelty; now it’s estab- 
lished fact, and the paper is acting accord- 
ingly. What’s more, the national GOP 
currently disarray, and the Massachusetts 
Republican Party almost nonexistent. 
(The latter development explains the Herald’s 
willingness whack Mitt Romney. “Mitt 
Romney signed for the job,” says Cohen, 
“and think voters expected him actu- 
ally the day job, not check out two years 
early.”) Pretending otherwise would make 
the editorial page look ridiculous 
and could jeopardize the paper’s influence 
Massachusetts politics. 

Here’s the catch: one knows the 
Herald’s still going around five 
years — and any changes the tabloid makes 
will have impact its long-term viabil- 
ity. Maybe die-hard conservatives who read 
the Herald won’t mind the editorial page 
sounds more and more like the Clobe’s; after 
all, they’ll still have Howie Carr, plus the 
sundry B-list conservative columnists who 
grace the opinion page most days. Then 
again, the Herald’s op-ed-page conservatism 
becomes too muted, another argument for 
Boston being proud two-newspaper town 
could fade away. And, nowadays, that’s big 
risk for the Herald take.

Movies, or so might say 
someone like Siegfried Kracauer, 
whose From Caligari Hitler traced the 
rise Nazism through the German 
popular cinema of the 1920s and 
can hold mirror toa 
nation’s subconscious and, 
effect, provide shadow history 
the times. 

the other hand, 
Knocked might just

new war-movie paradigm: the “enemy” 
the bad guys; they were barely seen.

Like other wars, other genres could be 
employed to provide neutral settings for 
subversive ideas. The Western, for example, 
served good stand-in. Sam 
Major Dundee (1965) fought a version of 
Vietnam Mexico with Apaches filling 
for the Viet Cong and with Charlton Heston 
in the title role of a Union officer employing 
Patton-like tactics. Ralph Nelson’s Soldier Blue 
(1970) and Aldrich’s Ulzana’s Raid (1972) drew 
even more dismal analogies. 

The nadir was reached, appropriately, 
with horror movies. few months after the 
country was shocked by reports of the My 
Lai massacre, in which US troops slaugh- 
tered hundreds of helpless civilians, George 
Romero released Night the Living Dead (1968), 
in which the deceased rise to devour the liv- 
ing in graphic carnage. That the film drew 
on fears that the savagery unleashed on 
Indochina might come home to roost was 
underscored by obscure knockoffs such as 
Dead of Night (1974), in which a vet returns 
home as a zombie. After these exercises, 
Martin Scorsese’s Taxi Driver (1976) seers like a 
post-facto walk the park.

Dispatch reunite for good cause

NOT A BAND But would Chad Urmston, Pete Heimboid, and Brad Corrigan have been able to book a three-

ispatch aren't even supposed to 
be a band anymore. Indeed, they 
broke up three summers ago, 
dispatching themselves with a 
farewell show at the Hatch Shell 
that drew more than 100,000 fans from 
around the world. “The Last Dispatch,” as 
it was dubbed, became the centerpiece of 
documentary that detailed the trio’s rise 
over the course eight years become 
one of the dominant jam bands in the 
Northeast, if not in America. Like Phish, 
they did it without much help from press, 
radio, even label. They simply spread 
their particular jam-band gospel 
mix light reggae and funk with long, 
dubby dance breakdowns through word 
of mouth and self-released albums. And 
when they finally began to show up on 
the commercial radar by selling out ven- 
ues like the Pavilion here in Boston, and 
big major-label cash-in became real 
prospect, Brad Corrigan, Pete Heimbold, 
and Chad Urmston realized that they'd 
grown too far apart as people to continue 
as a band. 

It was a decision that baffled many, 
given the money that was at stake. But, 
as artists, they had never been easy to 
nail down. In fact, it’s three years later 
and Dispatch don't sound broken up. 

sitting with the three them the 
Willis family barn, a holy shrine in the 
tale of Dispatch. Situated about a half- 
hour outside of Boston in Sherborn, sur- 


rounded by grazing cows, this was Dis- 
patch central for eight years. Urmston, 
who plays guitar and bass and sings and 
writes (so does Heimbold; Corrigan does 
drums and singing and writes), grew 
down the road a bit. But his family have 
got just horse and some chickens. 
cows. And, seems, barn big enough 
to serve as a rehearsal space/clubhouse. 
The three have convened here to begin 
practicing for reunion gig sorts: 
“Dispatch: Zimbabwe,” on July 13, 14, 
and Madison Square Garden New 
York. They had intended to do just one 
show raise money for foundation 
that’s being set up to alleviate suffering 
and spotlight the dire circumstances 
the land strongman Robert Mugabe. 
But that show sold out quickly that 
second and then a third were added. MSG 
offered them two more nights; being Dis- 
patch, they had say no. 

“We didn’t think we could deliver what 
the crowd deserves for a fourth and fifth 
night,” explains Corrigan. Urmston goes 
on, “You know, we're not the world’s best 
band, by any means. In some ways, the 
reason it’s important for Brad and me to 
have something behind what doing 
not a band who are out touring or who are 
creating together on a regular basis. Most 
if not all of these tunes date back to 1995 
or something. I feel like we sound like a 
high-school band. The songs are good, but 


some of them were written 
when we were 18. And we’re 
about to go into Madison 
Square Garden with songs 
that don’t feel that sophisti- 
cated me. was getting 
a little insecure. I worry that 
someone’s going come and 
see us and just think, ‘What’s 
the big deal.’” 

“That's just our own com- 
petitive psyches,” says Cor- 
rigan. “And that’s the cool 
thing: come from that 
perspective, all three of us, 
where we’ re always trying to 
be better. | feel like I’m not 
a conventional drummer. 
None of us knows who’s 
the lead singer. But when 
we come together, we’re a 
whole. I mean, three broth- 
ers want separate in- 
dividuals. But they are still 
really haven't broken up be- 
cause, in a way, it goes on.” 

Those are the words of a 
band who passed sign- 
ing a fat contract because it 
didn’t “feel right.” Corrigan continues, 
think what took precedence was that the 
success of the band couldn’t make us stay 
together just because we were successful. 
We wanted to stay together because it 
felt right. And it just didn’t for those last 
couple years.” 

“Looking back on it now,” Heimbold 
weighs in, “it was probably healthier 
thing that decided stop playing to- 
gether, because don’t think events like 
Zimbabwe’ would have hap- 
pened. think had gone major 
label, if we had gone that route, we would 
have broken up and maybe it could have 
been over — over for good.” 

Not that there weren’t plenty people 
advising them cash in. “It was kind 
a divided camp,” recalls Corrigan. “There 
lot people the outside who 
were telling us, ‘Maybe you should just 
fake it. Maybe you should sign the big re- 
cord deal. You guys have earned 
had done that, I think all of us would have 
this weird bad feeling associated with the 
decision, there would be this tarnish on 
what was a beautiful thing and started in 
a really simple way.” 

If Heimbold’s words don’t resonate with 
the same romanticism Corrigan’s, that 
could because, working solo under the 
name Pete Francis (his first and middle 
names), actually did the major-label 
route, releasing Untold 2003 Holly- 
wood. The experience brought him more 


line with Corrigan’s way thinking, 
though for purely pragmatic 
found that arms were little too tied. 
And took too long make decisions. 
Although took long time make deci- 
sions with the three Dispatch, 
wasn’t nearly as long as that.” 

While Corrigan moved from Dis- 
patch his own indie thing under the 
name Braddigan, Urmston started the 
more overtly political band State Radio, 
first releasing an EP on the local Fenway 
label and then, in 2006, signing to Nett- 
werk for the full-length Against the Crown. 
And for a time, it appeared that Dispatch 
were indeed done. But the three friends 
kept in touch. And as conditions in Zimba- 
bwe continued to worsen, even Heimbold 
was drawn the idea reuniting for 
“Dispatch: Zimbabwe.” 

I had to learn about it,” he says. 
“Things started build over the past 
few months. You'd go to the front page 
of Google and there would be something 
about Mugabe and something about civil- 
protesting and then getting beaten 
up, the inflation, the problems with 
disease. So then I really knew that it was 
something important. But took mea 
little time really grasp what was going 
and feel that should get behind 
group. have look the facts, see 
what’s going on, hear what my bandmates 
have say, before making decision. It’s 
balancing act. think have core be- 
lief the goodness people and want 
help people. The other details have 
ironed out. Because Chad has these politi- 
cal things that loves singing about and 
writing about. And that doesn’t interest 
me. But this process you can learn. can 
ask myself, ‘Why Chad interested this 
politically?’ And, can ask myself, “What 
does religion and God and Jesus mean to 
Brad?’ There were lot times felt like 
didn’t really want have anything 
with that stuff. But it’s now three years 
later, and we haven’t been a band, and I’ve 
been able more to look at it and say, ‘I re- 
spect what both these guys are 

Corrigan steps peacemaker: 
think the three of us agree, in our solo 
work and with Dispatch, that try- 
ing to leave a greater impression than just 
what stage. There’s more our 
art than just coming rock show.” 

“Actually, wouldn’t necessarily agree 
with that all,” says Heimbold. this 
because love playing music with these 
guys, just please the people the 
crowd and havea gig.” 

“No fucking way,” Urmston says with a 
laugh. 

“There is,” Corrigan smiles. “There’s

shaking his head. 

But Wagoner now serving notice 
the music business that he’s not only pres- 
ent, but remains capable of making what's 
likely to be the best country album of 2007. 
That would be Wagonmaster, his first secular 
album in seven years, on the Epitaph im- 
print Anti-. And it’s flat-out brilliant. 
also a calculated end-run around the coun- 
try music business, masterminded pro- 
ducer/multi-instrumentalist Marty Stuart 

Stuart, like many musicians, was in- 
spired by Wagoner’s syndicated TV show, 
which the peak its popularity the 
1960s had more than 3.5 million viewers. 
So Wagonmaster plays like that program, 
which introduced Dolly Parton and many 
other emerging stars. The CD starts with 
the title track, Wagoner’s theme song, and 
works through all of his specialties — sto- 
ries about unbearable human anguish, 
double-edged joy, spiritual questing, up- 
beat instrumentals, and the kind of gospel 
recitations he learned from apprenticing 
with country legend Red Foley and listen- 
ing carefully the tent revival preachers 
who barnstormed through his hometown 
of West Plains, Missouri, nestled in the 
Ozarks near the Arkansas border.

“You can 
have great words and a good melody, but 
without good rhythm, you won’t have 
hit.” In 1957 Wagoner joined the Grand Ole 
Opry, where still plays four shows every 
weekend and just celebrated his soth anni- 
versary as a member (see sidebar). 

“I’m still excited about being on that 
stage,” Wagoner says.

Music is more or less a mess of tensions 

— between two notes, one chord and 
the next, melody and harmony, tone and 
noise, rhythm and sound, lyrics and musi- 
cal mood, and on. But you asked 
favorite, I'd say tone and noise. It’s maybe 
the most “rock” of them all, too, given the 
weird nature the genre’s key instrument, 
the electric guitar; the ability to amplify 
soundwaves comes the price distorting 
them, muddying them up.

“One the best Swedish bands was 
called Baby Grandmothers,” Ejstes says 
over the phone from Sweden.

Like Black Sabbath Argen- 
tina. Amazing records. But now I just 
have head full hip-hop.” 

Hip-hop? Dungen’s 2005 album, Det 
Lugnt (“Take Easy”), but, 
and its hotly tipped follow-up on Kemado, 
Tio Bitar (“Ten Pieces”), extends Gustav 
Ejstes’s space-shattering sounds. Again 
handling drums, flute, keyboards, guitar, 
bass, and violin, Ejstes is joined only by 
guitarist Reine Fiske. Mining a rich vei 
somewhere between Hendrix’s Electric Lady- 
land and Santana's Caravanserai with hints of 
the Small Faces and Swedish folk, Tio Bitar 
recalls past masters way that’s more 
than mere retro navel gazing. In the same 
way that jazz drummer Jeff“Tain” Watts re- 
calls Elvin Jones, or Derek Trucks summons 
Duane Allman, Dungen distills psychedelia 
its essence, time-traveling from the past 
to the future and back again. 

“When it comes to music and music 
listening,” Ejstes says, pick the good parts 
that like, then learn the codes and the 
language and don’t concentrate so much on 


the culture and the scene and the lifestyle. 
play music.” 

Codes? “Psychedelic music has way 
playing. guitarist Reine Fiske incred- 
ible, has this tone language that totally 
different from a lot of players that you hear 
today. And way playing drums just 
listening; try figure out how play it. 
Reine is a record collector, and I got these 
records when was eight. listened Mitch 
Mitchell, then more obscure Swedish psy- 
chedelic stuff.”

Counting Sheep 


Charles Burnett the MFA

Lyrical, contemplative, with a clear disdain 
for mainstream Hollywood, the African- 
American filmmaker Charles Burnett the 
subject of a 10-day series at the Museum of 
Fine Arts beginning June has cobbled 
out an unorthodox career, mostly on the 
sidelines American commercial film. 

He was trained in the ’7os at UCLA. While 
Hollywood was churning out blaxploitation 
features, Burnett was struggling develop 
alternative approach African-American 
subjects: mixture urban naturalism 
(most his movies were filmed South 
Central LA) and visual poetry rooted the 
images great Depression-era photog- 
raphers like Walker Evans and Dorothea 
Lange. His plaintive, haunting, one-of-a- 
kind feature KILLER OF SHEEP (1977; June 8 

@ 8:15 pm; June 9 @ noon; June 10 @ 4 pm; 
June 14 @ 4:20 pm; June 15 @ 6:20 pm; June 
16 @ 12:30 pm; June 17 @ 12:15 pm) is often 
held example what independent 
film artists can achieve, but very few people 
have actually seen it, and in the three de- 
cades since made it, the trajectory his 
work has been hard trace. Occasionally 
his name pops television drama 
documentary, and he’s made two mov- 
ies intended for general release: Sleep with 
Anger (1990), a family drama starring Danny 
Glover, and The Glass Shield (1994), which 
focused racism the LAPD. But Sleep 
with Anger, attempt find distinctively 
African-American cinematic narrative form 
based fable, mostly baffling, and the 
conventional story line The Glass Shield 
such terrible fit for gifts that you 
can’t even make sense the plot. 

Killer Sheep, restored, the centerpiece 
the MFA series, which also includes “THREE 
SHORT FILMS BY CHARLES BURNETT” (“Several 
Friends,” “The Horse,” and “When It Rains”: 
June 9 @ 10:30 am; June 10 @ 2:30 pm), MY 
BROTHER'S WEDDING (1983; June 14 @ 6 pm; 
June 16 @ 2 pm), and Billy Woodberry’s BLESS 
THEIR LITTLE HEARTS (1984; June 16 @ 4:15 pm; 
June 17 @ 10:30 pm), for which Burnett sup- 
plied the script and took charge the cin- 
ematography. the rambling, episodic “Sev- 
eral Friends,” which made 1969, you 
can see the genesis Killer Sheep glimpses 
life, stalled and frustrated but sometimes 
comic and often sensuous, lived with in- 
adequate resources against dilapidated 
cityscape. the most eloquent (and funni- 
est) scene, young husband gets friend 
help him move washing machine, but they 


can’t squeeze into the space where it’s sup- 
posed go, and when another friend appears 
pick them for party Hollywood, 
gets exasperated because they haven’t even 
showered, and finally decides it’s too late 
hit the party. (It’s Waiting for Codot for young 
black men stuck in South Central.) And in My 
Brother's Wedding, you can see Burnett rework- 
ing the landscape Killer Sheep carve out 
another story hope and defeat among the 
denizens this ghetto the protagonist, 
Pierce (Everett Silas), is a directionless young 
man, still off his parents and 
working his mother’s cleaning shop but 
with only intermittent success. 

Burnett works far out his own 
wavelength that you can’t predict when one 
his movies, even one his sequences, 
going come together. tries cap- 
ture the natural conversational rhythms 
his subjects, but “Several Friends” 
the combination untrained actors and 
poor sound recording sometimes makes 
those rhythms more lulling than vivifying. 
And in My Brother's Wedding, some of the ac- 
tors (especially Gaye Shannon-Burnett, in 
the unenviable role the bourgeois black 
woman engaged Pierce’s socially mobile 
brother character Burnett obviously de- 
tests) are awkward entirely different 
way: they come across self-conscious am- 
ateurs. Brother’s Wedding moves between 
odd, elocution-class scenes — like a disas- 
trous family dinner the bride’s parents’ 
home — and loose, shambling scenes built 
around scruffy characters Burnett more 
comfortable with. (In one, old woman 
comments her grandson that her hair 
has blue dye because her hairdresser 
does whatever she wants “and don’t have 
nothin’ say about it.”) But Killer 
Sheep, minor-key rhapsody the life 
slaughterhouse worker named Stan (played 
the terrific actor Henry Gayle Sanders, 
who has a wonderful, open face with deep- 
set dark eyes), every detail feels magically 
right, and the acting simple but amaz- 
ingly expressive. And in the 13-minute 
“When It Rains” (1995), where a commu- 
nity-minded man wanders the neighbor- 
hood scare enough money prevent 
local landlord from evicting woman and 
her daughter New Year’s Day, the humor 
and charm emerge effortlessly from the 
compact dramatic situation. 

Burnett isn’t necessarily good staging, 
and when tries for the kind cross- 
cutting that’s been staple narrative 
filmmaking since D.W. Griffith (as the 
climax Wedding, where Pierce 
torn between his role best man the 
wedding and his need serve pallbearer 
his best friend’s funeral), can’t seem 
get his head around the mechanics. Yet

Burnett draws wide range musical 
sources for Killer Sheep: George Gershwin, 
Elmore James, Scott Joplin, Earth Wind and 
Fire, Louis Armstrong, Sergei Rachmaninov. 
But alongside Robeson (whom we also hear 
the 1940s populist anthem “The House 
Live In,” which Burnett uses ironically), the 
most potent the voices belongs the great 
Dinah Washington, who sings “This Bitter 
Earth” while Stan dances silently with his 
wife their kitchen. The dance evokes the 
sad one shared the cabbie and his 
the conclusion the most tender episode 
Clifford Odets’s Depression-era play Waiting 
for Lefty, after the couple have elected, reluc- 
tantly, break because they can’t afford 
stay together.

Steven Soderbergh’s third “Ocean” film 

— continuing a franchise that is already miles 
beyond and hundreds of millions of dollars 
ahead the Rat Pack paradigm from which 
it’s derived — is a pastry of a movie, airy, in- 
substantial, and meant to fill in the gaps be- 
tween heartier meals. It could hardly be any- 
thing else; no one in 1960 needed to be told 
that the first was all about sharing 
hang time with Sinatra and the boys as they 
tippled, improvised dialogue, and cracked one 
another up. The new films have reincarnated 
this situation: Clooney and Soderbergh are 
mildly notorious for preferring work with 
their ever-expanding circle of friends, and 

so the films play something like this wise- 

ass brotherhood’s home movies, as the crew 
ironically act out the undemanding plots and 


in the meantime live their fantabulous lives. 
all quaff prime Chianti with Clooney 
on his Lake Como veranda, so this is the tidbit 
of star-fuck frisson we get instead. 

One could hardly blamed for getting 
worked into a cynical corner by Ocean's Thirteen, 
which pretty much like its brethren, minus 
Julia Roberts’s microgram of dramatic fuel. 
But that doesn’t mean, as summer movies 
go, that it isn’t witty, or grown-up, or sly, or 
diverting. It is, but it’s also absolutely dispos- 
able. This time, the original group clustered 
around Clooney’s Danny Ocean (they don't 
seem to have lives otherwise, social or pro- 
fessional) become intent on pulling another 
massive, multi-pronged heist on another 
Vegas casino, solely because the owner (new 
villain Al Pacino) has goldbricked business 
partner Reuben (Elliott Gould), who subse- 
quently suffers a heart attack. Soderbergh 
and his screenwriters would have us believe 
that Ocean’s confederacy of thieves (Brad Pitt, 
Matt Damon, Bernie Mac, Don Cheadle, et al.) 
are one-for-all blood brothers who would risk 
their lives and their freedom for the sake of 
big-biz revenge. What's more, they presume 
that we share the love in the room. 

There are rewards: Casey Affleck’s techie, 
on a mission to load dice at the Mexican fac- 
tory in which they’re manufactured, ends up 
leading Zapatista workers’ rebellion, and 
Clooney and Pitt share an adorable offhand

scene tearily watching episode Oprah. 
These are detours, of course, and we never 
miss the bath bubble of a narrative when it’s 
not floating around. When it is, the cataract 
quick exposition and techno-yack can get 
numbing. (You wonder whether the plot line 
of Ocean's Twenty-Five won't take place entirely 
laptop.) Otherwise, the actors are of- 
fered only shtick, and since there are more of 
them this time (including Eddie Izzard’s heist 
consultant and Ellen Barkin’s casino dragon 
lady), the shtick time has shrunk in most 


cases to mere seconds. 

You won't remember the movie as you 
step out onto the sidewalk, and year’s 
time, I suspect, the cast and crew won’t 
either. Heist movies have traditionally 
been about Creed and Fate, but Ocean's Thir- 
teen isn’t about anything at all, unless you 
regard the splendid time had its cast 
the subject matter. (“Settle down, have a 
few kids,” Clooney joshes Pitt.) And unless 
sharing that splendid time from distance 
seems entertainment enough.

your escape New York must in- 
clude a tune-filled stage show, then 
the documentary of your dreams is Dori 
Berinstein's lively, bouncy ShowBusiness: The 
Road to Broadway, which opens this Friday at 
the Kendall Square. The stage door opens 
for you to slip behind the 
curtains and watch close 
as four Broadway-slated 
musicals rehearse and then 
move toward opening night 
and beyond. Even this artsy 
snob was sucked in by the 
backstage escapades and the 
roar-of-the greasepaint thespian personali- 
attending the sillier musicals.

Backstage Wicked the 
least involving part Show- 
Business. It’s a conventional 
musical starring bland, 
big-voiced performers and 
manufactured by well-heeled, Broadway- 
seasoned backers. The Avenue sections are 
more interesting because the movie stays 
with the first-time book-and-lyrics team, 
Bobby Lopez and Jeff Marx, likable and 
unspoiled twentysomethings. Although 
Caroline, or Change, the third musical, seems

are great, high-class company: Jeanine 
Tesori (composer), Tony Kushner (book), 
George C. Wolfe (director). 

The most fascinating episodes ShowBusi- 
ness surround the opening and the gruesome 
closing (executive producer Rosie O’Donnell 
lost $10 million) Taboo, glam retelling 
the 1980s glory days Boy George. The best 
songs far are from this musical, which 
was penned George himself; and the best- 
delivered vitriol George, longer 
glitter boy, the musical’s demise. curses 
the critics, who were ambivalent about his 
show: “You'll have Andrew Lloyd Webber for 
the rest of your lives.” 


Are actors actresses, the case 

of Barry J. Hershey’s Casting About, 
which starts this Friday the Coolidge 
Corner different creatures from you and 


me, graced with delicate spiritual call- 
ing? Are they in mesmerizing contact with 
otherworld? Are the best them able 
plumb their wells private emotion 
and, lieu speaking tongues, share 
these with astounded, grateful audi- 
ence?

Repressed, talented women lurk in the

sohn. But in the case of Lucia joyce, the difficult 
daughter of james joyce, the circumstances 
turned darker. At age 28, artist and dancer 
Lucia (1907-1982) was incarcerated in a mental 
institution. She remained there for the rest of 


her life. 


Next weekend, Charlestown Working 
Theater hosts Mabou Mines, the acclaimed 
New York experimental theater company, 
in Lucia’s Chapters of Coming Forth by Day, 
which explores the ties between joyce and 
his daughter. Melrose High and Emerson Col- 
lege grad Sharon Fogarty wrote the script and 
directs; founding co-artistic director and three- 
time Obie winner Ruth Maleczech plays Lucia. 


“Lucia was an independent spirit,” says Malec-

“James and his wife, Nora, were ill-equipped to 
be parents.

The first version of Fogarty’s script, the 
2003 Cara Lucia, had a trio of actresses al- 
ternating as Lucia. Explains Maleczech, “One 
actress played her as a young woman and a 
dancer; the second as Issy, a character from 
Finnegans Wake. | played her later in life, after 
she had been institutionalized for many years. 
She was an inspiration for her father when 
he was writing Finnegans Wake. She had a 
peculiar way of writing and speaking, using 
‘portmanteau’ words — words that are coupled 
together but don't belong together — to make 
one word. We think she was instrumental 
in exposing joyce to that and inspirational in 
terms of his affection for her.” 

In the piece, Lucia is confined to a chair; 
Joyce personified dark shadow, hanging 
over most of the play before he comes on at 
the end. “In our story, she's already dead, try- 
ing to move into the hereafter,” says Fogarty. 
“Her father helps her to move into the light.” 

Maleczech adds, “She's in an imprisoned 
place. That speaks to people of an unnatural 
isolation, [but true her life. And was 
true for joyce, but for different reasons. When 
Joyce took Lucia to jung, in hopes of curing her, 
jung said, ‘It’s like they both are sinking to the 
bottom, only he is diving and she is drowning: 
The implication being that joyce knew how to 
surface. And what ties them together, 
the water going down, down, down.”

Lorraine The Floating World, Snappy’s String Beings

local choreographers have been 

experimenting with new forms and 

formats for their work. got 

see the results last weekend in Lor- 

raine Chapman's The Floating World 
at Green Street Studios and Martha Ma- 
son/Snappy Dance String Beings 
the Boston Center for the Arts’ Calderwood 
Pavilion. (The latter continues through this 
Sunday.) Neither piece was billed as a work- 
in-progress, but both had provisional look 
despite their expert staging. 

Lorraine Chapman acknowledges two 
sources for The Floating World, neither one 
linked the sophisticated and illicit popular 
culture that flourished under that rubric in 
18th- and 19th-century Japan. She identifies 
T.S. Eliot's desolate 1925 poem “The Hollow 
Men” and Kurt Jooss’s great ballet of diplo- 
matic stalemate and the triumph of Death, 
The Green Table. Chapman seems to connect 
these history, though The Green Table 
choreographed until 1932, and she 
assumes the Erik Satie piano pieces that ac- 
company much her dance were also com- 
posed “around the same time.” fact, the 
Trois gymnopédies were published in 1887-'88, 
the Trois morceaux en forme de poire in 1903. 

casual attributions indicate 
me that she didn’t really base her dance on 
these cultural icons but wanted help the 
audience think its way into what amounted 
to an hour of movement studies. I don’t know 
whether her contact with Rudolf Laban’s 
Eukinetics has been any less cursory, but she 
credits that as the basis of the choreography. 

Rudolf Laban, the great movement theo- 
rist of the 20th century, was the founder of 
German modern dance and the teacher of 
Kurt Jooss, Mary Wigman, and a genera- 
tion pre-World War choreographers. 
Eukinetics, one branch of Laban’s lifelong 
research into the expressive baselines of 
human movement, was not, as Chapman 
asserts, an “applied system of controlled 
body movement.” Laban distinguished cer- 
tain dynamic tendencies that accompany 
all movement, and he theorized that the 

isciously or unconsciously, can 
bring these qualities into play. In timing a 
step gesture between the polar extremes 
of quickness and slowness, for instance, she 
can shade an otherwise neutral action with 
more or less urgency. 

As taught in this country since the 1960s, 
Eukinetics underlies the system of Effort- 
Shape, which now called 
In Eukinetics, Chapman seems to have 
sought a structured way of making up new 
movement. Her dancers created their own 
phrases, then improvised to infuse them 
with various qualities identified Laban. 
What they came with preserved the danc- 
ers’ original phrase material but allowed 


individual differences to matter. 

The six dancers sat motionless in chairs 
facing the same diagonal the middle 
of the Green Street space as the audience 
entered take seats along two sides. For 
a long time we listened to white noise 
(soundscore by Alan Sutherland): wind, a 
low drone, muted voices, machines, a nurs- 
ery tune. guess were meant charge 
our memory banks. 

Finally, to one section of Arvo Part’s Spie- 
gel Spiegel, somber litany violin scales 
and piano arpeggios, the dancers rose and, 
disintegrating unison, showed the phrase 
sequence they had assembled. They main- 
tained blank faces and gazed straight ahead. 
The moves were almost mechanical but were 
always performed with high intensity 
body parts folding and wrapping and open- 
ing, legs extending and flexing to the max, 
whole bodies twisting, reaching, dropping 
to the floor. With both hands they touched 
the front of their bodies; then their gestures 
skewed off into asymmetricality. 

They began move through the space, 
taking their chairs with them. A brassy 
Broadway band played the lead-in to “Get 
Happy,” over and over. The band never got 
to the rest of the song, but the dancers 
mouthed the words. Then after a loud rum- 
bling sound and a shuddering interlude, 
they started series solos and group varia- 
tions on the phrase material. The lighting 
(by Jeff Adelberg) took the room from a 


moody darkness to a hot white glare, then 
back to shadowy dusk. 

Nic Perry moved with big spastic chang- 
es, one big move per note Satie. kept 
looking up, some unseen force were 
commanding him. Megan Schenk thrust 
her limbs out, twisted herself into disem- 
bodied shapes. Her eyes aimed out, but 
her focus was inward. Emily Beattie flung 
herself into spirals and huge extensions. 
Wendee Rogerson seemed pulled 
opposite directions she stepped forward 
gingerly while her upper torso arched and 
flopped back. Alisha Ear skittered small 
semicircles that kept reversing direction, 
suddenly sinking the floor and springing 
again. Lorraine Chapman solo’d all the 
way through another section Spiegel Spie- 
gel that sounded very much like the first. She 
seemed scanning some inner drama 
her whole life. 

Gradually the dancers returned the chairs 
to their original positions and sat down 
first seen them. The white sound 
returned, imposing the same introspec- 
tive stillness. It was hot in the room. It was 
frozen. Finally, the ushers opened the doors 
and people uncertainly began to leave. The 
dancers didn’t move. 


Snappy Dance’s new String Beings show- 

cased some classy technology the pro- 
gram called “intelligent video processing” 
which looked lot like motion capture 


me. With variety scrims, opaque panels, 
and lighting tricks, the seven dancers be- 
came the source for a dreamy succession of 
images created collaborating new-media 
artist Jonathan Bachrach. 

As the dancers and the two musicians 
encountered one another, their actions 
and sounds were digitally transformed into 
wavy inkblots, trace forms, shapes made of 
sparks, giant fingers, and other constantly 
morphing designs. Playing score Mi- 
chael Rodach, violinist Lucia Lin and guitar- 
ist Michael Bierylo hovered around the edges 
the dance, sometimes projected over- 
sized silhouette, like benign spirits. 

The live dancers were featured some 
the sections, but their activity didn’t 
look very evolved from the five short pieces 
choreographed between 1997 and 2006 
that formed the first part the program. 
Snappy Dance’s choreography takes the 
form of vignettes — apparently unrelated 
the extended String Beings. Each number 
relies kind visual displacement; 
you see what the dancers are doing, but of- 
ten you're deceived or seduced into think- 
ing seeing something else. Bodies 
clamped together into cocoon shapes. Run- 
ning people suddenly suspended mid 
air. person unaware that another person 
attached his back. Headless bodies 
limbs that have torsos. Alternatively, 
people start behaving like people only 
turn into launchpads for their comrades’ 
acrobatics. They’ll lock together pas- 
sionate embrace, but then another person 
will dig her head between them like bur- 
rowing insect. 

The limited movement vocabulary with 
which they work achieve these effects 
doesn’t allow any idea develop. Perhaps 
Bachrach’s video enhancements were meant 
to extend the movement implications, but 
didn’t see much social interplay between 
the human and the virtual shapes. Maybe 
it’s too soon the collaboration for that 
maybe working out the interface 
theater more complicated than looks 
computer. Snappy’s promotional video 
the work progress shows some provocative 
images didn’t see stage: giant mouth 
eating a tiny dancer, a stilt walker sitting on 
someone’s head, two blobs drifting together 
and apart like X-rays the two live dancers’ 
hearts. Maybe there was so much going on 
that I just missed them. 

Throughout the evening kept being 
reminded Alwin Nikolais, who started 
years ago with little more than flashlights, 
packing boxes, and some fantastically 
adaptable dancers, and went create 
tremendous spectacles illusion. Nikolais 
was first and still its greatest me- 
dia magician.

Photographer Philip-Lorca diCorcia, whose 
retrospective opened at the Institute of 
Contemporary Art last week, is a safe, easy 
choice for the new ICA’s first big artist ret- 
rospective. This New Yorker comes with 
art-world seals of approval (1993 Museum 
of Modern Art solo survey; 1997 Whitney 
Biennial) and powerhouse gallery repre- 
sentation (Pace/MacCill; Gagosian). He 
has New England ties (born Hartford 
1951; bachelor’s degree from Boston's Mu- 
seum School in 1975) and ICA connections 
(he was included in the 1995 exhibition 
that named “Boston School” photography). 
Organized by Bennett Simpson, who left 
the ICA in January to join the Los Angeles 
Museum Contemporary Art, the current 
exhibit seems signal from ICA 
leaders that theirs big-league institu- 
tion that inscribes mid-career artists into 
the canon. But nobody's taking any risks. 

When started out, photogra- 
phy was still dominated what French 
photojournalist Henri Cartier-Bresson 
called the “decisive moment.” This was 
the idea that great photography sort 
athletic-intellectual gymnastics which 
photographers stalk subjects, finagle 
be at the right place at the right time, and 
split-second focus and compose their 
picture epitomize the moment, the sub- 
ject, the height the action. 

Inspired by conceptual art and early 
postmodernism, diCorcia broke apart this 
idea. Between 1978 and 1990, he staged 
slice-of-life scenes with posed family 
members and friends. His artifice ques- 
tioned authenticity in life as well as in 
photography. And allowed him try 
out the pictorial invention old-master 
painting. But the staging isn’t readily ap- 
parent — because of diCorcia’s artistry, 
and because the scenes are often so banal. 
woman floats inflatable mattress 
in a pond, a man stares at a wall above a 
jukebox, woman lies couch watch- 
ing television while robed man snaps 
a photo. In Mario (1978), a man — one of 
diCorcia’s brothers — stares dully into a 
refrigerator. His gaze and the lights rigged 
inside the fridge and the counter op- 
posite suggest a story about a dreary night, 
dreary life. “It seemed that the 
power affect people always involved

some psychological engagement,” diCor- 
cia says in the ICA’s exhibition catalogue. 
Edward Hopper played the same game, but 
whereas his paintings overflow with nar- 
rative leads, diCorcia’s hints are all dead 
ends. What you see is what you get. 

this period often compared 
with Jeff Wall, Cindy Sherman, and Greg- 
ory Crewdson, other photographers who 
stage elaborate scenes. His work has some 
of the same magic, and it suffers from 
some of the same soullessness. What sets 
him apart the way plays documen- 
tary territory but projects his ideas onto his 
subjects. For his Hustlers series (1990-'92), he 
picked out locations and set his camera 
and lights before drove out hire pros- 
titutes play prostitutes his invented 
scenarios. hard-looking dude with his 
hair slicked back sits next sign 
taco joint. A buff topless guy stands be- 
tween cars supermarket parking lot 
dusk. what could outtake from the 
1969 film Midnight Cowboy, a prostitute lies 
sprawled the middle sidewalk, atop 
John Lennon's star on the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame, as a Greyhound bus passes be- 
hind him. This isn’t documentary about 
prostitutes it’s documentary about Hol- 
lywood myths prostitutes. Underneath lie 
questions about selling images and fanta- 
sies, in art and in life. 


In diCorcia’s Streetwork photos (1993-"99), 
rigged sidewalk posts with lights, set 
his camera waist-high tripod, and wait- 
for unsuspecting pedestrians walk into 
his frame. one, stubbly beggar, with his 
eyes covered, reaches out his hand feel- 
ing his way down New York street. cou- 
ple guys stand around twin phone booths 
watching him; others seem lost in their own 
world. man with microphone could 
street preacher. just coincidence that 
advertisement the phone booth reads 
“legendary days”? Everything suggests 
“decisive moment” about occur, but the 
more you ponder what’s going on, the more 
all meaning evaporates. 

For Heads (2001), diCorcia rigged lights 
scaffolding New York’s 
Times Square and photographed pedestri- 
ans with telephoto lens from some feet 
away. The technique caused daylight 
drop out, making appear night 
studio shot. edited down few thou- 
sand images to 17 detailed head-and-shoul- 
der portraits: elderly bearded Hassidic 
man with wrinkled brow, pimply boy 
Yankees cap, security guard whose 
eyes disappear into shadows. teenage 
girl smiles, her hair blown some 
shampoo commercial. The closeness and 
the detail suggest intimacy, but we’re shut 
out these lives. 


photos from 1975 to 1999 that diCorcia pub- 
lished as a book in 2003. Its dust jacket was 
photo, turned its side, neat house 
with a green lawn, white fence, and three- 
car garage standing dry desert. This 
about the fantasy the good life upended. 

The Storybook Life sequence begins and 
ends with photos the same rotund 
bearded man — diCorcia’s father, it turns 
out. In the first, from 1979, the man lies 
bed; appears he’s fallen asleep 
watching television. In the second, from 
the following year, the man lies coffin 
empty funeral parlor. Many the 
photos are blah throw-aways: the inside 
freezer, frog, Boy Scouts. What 
stands out, for me, are photos elderly 
woman standing from wheelchair, 

man fallen down street corner and 
groping for his glasses, baby lying 
pine needles the shadows trees with 
its arms open some holy rapture. 
Wellfleet (1992), nude woman washes 

child under outdoor shower behind 

house the woods. Light assume 
rigged diCorcia shines down the fall- 
ing water like heavenly rays and spotlights 
the back. These images are art- 
fully composed, but they stick head 
because they keep flickering between the 
mundane and the uncanny. 

The show concludes with seven of his 
stripper photos from his 2004 Lucky Thirteen 
series. As with the prostitutes, he’s look- 
ing people who make their livings 
selling fantasy. DiCorcia rented out clubs 
and hired strippers perform just for his 
camera, but he freezes the topless ladies 
positions stress. Their faces are tense 
they spin around poles dangle upside 
down. One woman grips the pole with her 
legs and spins with her eyes closed, her 
hair flung out. She looks impaled. calls 
mind old-master paintings martyred 
saints. 

There’s nothing more tiresome than 
arty photos strippers. For diCorcia, that 
seems part the draw: had fight the 
idea originality doing this subject,” 
said exhibition preview. keeps 
dissecting photography not taking 
apart its form but disassembling its 
concepts. Remove authenticity, stage fake 
documentary pictures, invent hollow deci- 
sive moments, shoot actual documentary 
photos but set the stage screw with the 
posed studio, dissect the photo essay, 
and, finally, unoriginal. This explora- 
tion makes diCorcia’s work compelling, 
important even, but doesn’t always 
make for satisfying pictures.

a What sort of deep, 
meaningful conclusions 


about Boston 2007 can we draw from the 
results of this year’s Best Music Poll? For 
Starters, you folks really like the Dresden 
Dolls. Thank you, and good night. 

In fact, this year’s results say a lot about 
how one band — or to be fair, two bands 
— can capture a city’s love and imagina- 
tion. For much of this millennium, the 
two boundaries of Boston rock have been 
claimed by two bands, with the Dresden 
Dolls representing the edgier side and the 
Dropkick Murphys the rowdier one. Nei- 
ther band had any serious challenge to its 
throne this year: the Dropkicks were kicked 
upstairs to the national poll, where they 
topped the punk category with more than 
twice the votes of anyone else. The Dolls 
remained in the local poll (for the last time, 
I'd wager), where they managed the clean- 
est sweep in its history. Not only did they 
win virtually every category in which they 
qualified, they placed in a few where they 
don't: They got a few votes as Best Punk 
Act, ten Best World Act. Three people 
even thought they were the best blues band 
in town. 

And really, who deserves it more? The 
standard putdown the Dresden Dolls 
— that they’re artsy types with nothing to 
with rock and roll just doesn’t apply 
anymore, as the tougher stance on their 
sophomore album, Yes, Virginia (Roadrun- 
ner), makes clear. In fact, they’re the most 
aggressive guitar-free band come out 
Boston since Birdsongs of the Mesozoic; and 
witnessed the rude shock experienced 
people seen Palmer sit down 
the piano and expected her sound like 
Tori Amos. Throwing subversive spin 
issues both social and sexual, her songs are 
arguably “punk” any the working- 
class anthems put out by the Dropkicks. 
Besides, art and punk have coexisted com- 
fortably in Boston ever since the Velvet Un- 
derground played the Tea Party. 

But the proverbial road never runs 
smooth, and Amanda Palmer and Brian Vi- 
glione necessarily had the most en- 
viable year. They had a moment of triumph 
just in time for last year’s poll, comman- 
deering the Orpheum for the release party 
Yes, Virginia—never before has that theater 
looked so colorful. But summer brought a 
tour with Panic! At the Disco, whose teeny- 
bopper fans didn’t always take kindly the 
Dolls. Last winter, The Onion Cellar, Palm- 
er’s collaboration with the American Reper- 
tory Theatre, proved star-crossed project 
with its rewrites, though they 
ultimately carried it off to great success. At 
the moment, Palmer and Viglione are tak- 
ing their first major break from each other; 
she’s making solo album Nashville with 
Ben Folds producing; he’s touring with Hu- 
manwine (the pair will reunite this summer 
part the gay-themed True Colors tour). 
Time will tell they’re winding down 
duo just recharging. 

Time will also tell Boys Like Girls, 
who easily took the Best Néw Band cat-

egory, are the next major Boston band, 
just this year’s Click Five. In any case the 
photogenic quartet leapfrogged over every- 
one slogging the club circuit build 
national following through MySpace and 
major-label deal. So far they look like the 
perfect band for those who outgrew Panic! 
the Disco after the Dolls tour. 

For more proof that things haven’t changed 
much this year, head the local punk category, 
topped band who’ve been around even 
longer than the Dropkick Murphys. With 15- 
plus years under their belts, the Unseen are the 
longest-lived winners the batch. Their punk- 
with-hooks mix sounds current today; and the 
Dropkicks have helped their career resurge by 
having them open some shows. And they can 
take satisfaction finishing three notches 
above Darkbuster, authors of the song “I Hate 
the Unseen.” Other categories evince an abiding 
love for tried-and-true sounds, whether it’s old- 
school, socially conscious rap (7L & Esoteric), or 
doomy punk-metal (Killswitch Engage). Even 
the ascent the Boston Afrobeat Society 
throwback sorts, recalling the days when the 
likes Fela Kuti, King Sunny Adé, and Ebene- 
Obey would play Boston regular basis. 

the upper echelons Boston rock are 
pretty much secure, there’s been bit ac- 
tion the lower levels. And glancing over the 
rest the results, find pretty wild mix 
local music eras and characters. Indeed, the 
winners represent good three decades local 
rock, from stalwarts Mission of Burma (who 
came in third as Best Act) to Best Live Act win- 
ner Bang Camaro, who formed only last year. 
The latter band hit on an idea that couldn’t 
miss paying homage the celestial 
harmonies hair-metal hiring enough 
singers (20) all live. They join the likes 
the Upper Crust and Waltham great high- 
concept bands that someone had 
make they didn’t already exist. Theatri-

cal rock looks having renaissance lately, 
judge from Bang Camaro’s win and runners-up 
the Campaign for Real Time, Protection, and 
of course, the Dresden Dolls. 

Also good see mix strong voices and 
personalities represented the female vocal- 
ist category, from the World’s Greatest Sinners’ 
brassy Jordan Valentine the always intrigu- 
ing Monique Ortiz not shrinking violet 
the batch (and then, of course, there’s win- 
ner Amanda Palmer). Or consider the motley 
crew that placed Best Male Vocalist, from 
flamboyant types Frank and the Rudds’ John 
Powhida, the old-school tough guy Mac Mc- 
Colgan (the former Dropkick Murphy now front- 
ing the Street Dogs). Pure pop ultimately won 
the day with Bon Savants singer Thom Moran 
taking the prize, representing a band that has 
three singers and uses them all. 

have object just little pair soul acts 
acing the best blues category: those are two very 
different genres, and please don’t tell that all 
black music sounds alike. That said, the “North- 
ern soul” trend has been big fun far, giving 
vinyl lovers chance hear buried treasures 
instead of electro-beats when we hear a DJ. Both 
the World’s Greatest Sinners and 
Reed’s True Loves, who finish close to each other 
with the Sinners leading, are fronted record 
nuts who take the soul vinyl they love some- 
thing absorb into their own performing style. 

Finally, it’s good see very different pair 
singers who seem poised for bigger things. Girls 
Cuns & Glory frontman Ward Hayden doesn’t 
place in the male vocals category, but I’m betting 
his mighty voice large part the reason his 
band won Best Roots Act. It’s hard recall the 
last local singer who’s done the high-lonesome 
Roy Orbison thing so well — maybe Dennis Bren- 
nan, who also places here. And the charismatic 
singer/bassist Esperanza Spalding came out 
Berklee make fast waves the jazz circuit.

world, and music consumers are voting 
the incumbents out their asses. That 
message clearly reflected throughout our 
latest Best Music Poll. 

Just look the winners. Regina Spektor, 
the artist who took the most categories 
on the national side of the ballot, got her 
start in NYC’s fertile anti-folk scene, which 
was really just group singer-songwrit- 
ers who didn’t fit the typical strum-along 
folkie mold. Her first three albums were 
self-released before Sire finally convinced 
her that they could provide more promo- 
tional muscle than the Internet. She came 
Sire not talented singer/songwriter/ 
pianist who nobody had heard of, but 
artist already been spreading the 
word about herself eager audience for 
several years. And our rap/hip-hop winner, 
the diminutive Lady Sovereign, got where 
she’s going uploading her raps onto the 
Internet, where she hooked with col- 
laborators and eventually label. That she’s 
British, not American, is further evidence 
how far hip-hop has penetrated world- 
wide pop music. 

The Raconteurs Jack White’s side 
project may have won Best Song, but 
Gnarls Barkley, who beat out the more 
traditionally rockist (and more tradition- 
ally marketed Chemical Romance) for 
second place, achieved a historic first: 
their single “Crazy” topped the British 
charts solely the strength digital 
downloading. The Barkley boys are in- 
teresting study just how much things 
have changed. The duo’s beatmaking 
producer Danger Mouse was obscure 
when dropped that next-generation 
shit known as The Grey Album, a brilliant 
mash-up of Jay-Z’s The Black Album and the 
Beatles’ “White Album.” Sure, it was il- 
legal hell. But that only buzz 
surrounding louder. His Gnarls partner, 
Cee-Lo Green, however, product the 
previous generation recording artists: 
as a member of Goodie Mob just a decade 
before hooking with Danger Mouse, 
was releasing albums the old-fashioned 
way, when big major-label contracts and 
big money paid for big singles. 

Fittingly enough, our Best Male Vo- 
calist Beck was the cutting edge 
this trend more than decade ago.

the shift power back into

The major labels continue watch 
horror sales full-length CDs decrease 
quarterly basis, and digital download- 
ing single tracks from any number 
Web sites keeps picking steam. That 
wouldn’t problem singles them- 
selves hadn’t evolved into loss leaders 
years ago: sell consumers the artist 
pushing the single radio and stores 
and, all went well, the higher-priced 
album from whence the single came would 
start bringing some major cake. Un- 
fortunately, that model was based 
imbalance that has existed for most the 
era: artists had the talent, the. 


charisma, and other skills, but the labels 
were the ones with the money the large 
amounts capital needed rent expen- 
sive recording studios, press hundreds 
thousands of albums (vinyl, cassette, CD, 
whatever), and then ship those “units” to 
stores and warehouses all over the country 
and the world. But all seen this 
new digital millennium, longer takes 
much money record song album 
any random number tunes home 
studios; there’s no reason to press those 
songs into CDs any other format when 
iTunes happy sell indie product and 
MySpace provides open forum for distri- 
bution downloads streaming audio. 
And there’s nothing press, there’s 
need truck hundreds thousands 
units warehouses across the country. 
say it’s put major labels major disad- 
vantage major understatement. 


This year’s poll still has vestiges of the 
old way, so to speak. Blockbuster bands 
like the Red Hot Chili Peppers and still 
fit the major-label model because they are 
such large operations, generating millions 
dollars and touring huge venues. That 
takes lot manpower, lot planning, 
and huge team specialists maintain, 
both the road and off. We've certainly 
reached a point where artists at that level 
can build organizations their own 
market and distribute their releases, put 
money for touring, and help coordinate the 
myriad facets their business, like mer- 
chandizing and scheduling But 
major labels already have that sort of infra- 
structure place. you can hardly blame 
our Best Act this year, the Chili Peppers, 
our Best Hard Rock Act, Tool, for taking ad- 
vantage of those few benefits a major label 
has offer band who grew fame inside 
the major-label system. 

But all you have look our 
comeback king, Prince, who just managed 
to take Best R&B Act out of Gnarls Barkley’s 
hands, for artist who came under 
the old major-label system but has been 
very vocal about his dissatisfaction with 
its machinations and has even worked 
outside it, using his own internal Paisley 
Park organization. Or, the music busi- 
ness looking for comfort the storm 
bad news, there’s always a My Chemical 
Romance Fall Out Boy artists modeled 
already successful bands who are just 
looking for that big major-label payoff. 
They may have to sell a portion of their 
souls to sign on the dotted line, but if the 
timing’s right, Chemical Romance 
can end lodged the top the charts 
with disc that our poll took the honors 
for Best Album. If they’re lucky they may 
even get career out it. Or, like Blink- 
182, perhaps they’ll just fade off into the 
digital sunset. 

So where does all this leave the artists, 
and their music? A quick glance at the 
winners of this year’s poll suggests that 
even if the major labels are being killed by 
downloading and the sheer number CDs 
that hit the stores each Tuesday, the art- 
ists are making out quite well, thank you. 
you look beyond sales and start add- 
ing all the money that comes from 
touring, from merch, and from the host 
licensing deals available artists every 
stripe (not just the White sort), it becomes 
obvious that even there are more art- 
ists taking bite out the pie, the pie 
actually growing size. And, more 
often than not, the folks who put together 
soundtracks for, say, The OC, aren’t all that 
interested getting tangled major- 
label red tape when there are indie art- 
ists out there who are much easier get 
through to. And indie labels have been get- 
ting more two our winners 
this year, Sierra Leone’s Refugee All-Stars 
in the world act category and Tom Waits in 
the roots category, record for imprints of 
the So-Cal punk indie Epitaph. That may 
one the most encouraging trends 
all, because opens the door for whole 
new generation consumers acquaint 
themselves with exciting outsiders.

YOU'VE REACHED A CERTAIN LEVEL AS A BAND OR AN 
ARTIST . Yeah, it has to do with the way things are 
structured. We’ve gotten that really lucky place 
where have really great management and 
have team, nothing going slip through 
the cracks. For the first three years the band 
was totally DIY. I was the end of the line on every- 
thing, fucked then the band was fucked. 
So it’s a privilege I feel like I’ve earned: things 
have been set up so well that I can take some time 
off and things fall apart. 


TELL ME HOW YOU CAME TO PARTNER UP WITH BEN 
FOLDS FOR THE SOLO ALBUM YOU'RE CURRENTLY 
WORKING ON. The genesis of it was really simple. 
It was very fairytale. Ben just sent a fan note 
saying loved the band and loved the mu- 
sic. And being contactor and 
e-mailer, I wrote him back right away and told 
him love meet him and loved his music 
too. And then, maybe a couple months later, we 
were both Australia. And invited and 
Brian come sit stage with him. wasa 
pretty big fucking deal because was basically 
doing tour Australia the way did that 
night with the Boston Pops. was going 
from city city playing with each city’s sym- 
phony orchestra. wasn’t just inviting 
into.a gig. was inviting stage with the 


Melbourne Symphony Orchestra. And the whole 
orchestra just sat there while we broke out “Coin 
Operated Boy.” And Ben just sat there and said 
want everyone now to listen to my new favorite 
band.” was hilarious because Brian was play- 
ing the orchestra's drums, which were like 50 
feet away from me. I couldn’t even see him. 

ended hitting off chemistry-wise 
and musically. had barely gotten know 
each other when offered his studio. 
just said, “If you need studio record have 
a beautiful studio in Nashville.” And I said, “It’s 
funny you should mention that because I’m 
planning solo record and would love use 
your studio.” And then asked could pro- 
duce the record. And I said, “Yes.” It was like a 
30-second conversation. It’s like any other good 
relationship that I’ve had: just knew. met 
this guy and knew that I'd able work with 
him and that got and got the music 
and I didn’t need to have long discussions, and 
long auditions, and long ponderings. just 
spoke the same language once we got in a room 
together. 


WHAT WAS IT ABOUT HIM THAT MADE THINGS CLICK? 
He’s good fucking songwriter, and he’s re- 
ally easy person talk to. think that’s 
had no hesitation in saying, “Yes, let’s make a 
record.” I think we have a lot in common just 

as songwriters. It’s not that we’re insecure, it’s 
that very self-effacing the same sort 
way. think both come from the same planet 
songwriters who feel like we’re constantly 
getting one over on people. Like, “I can’t really 
write songs, I don’t know how to write songs, 
how the fuck do we do this? I don’t know.” It’s a 
huge relief to know that probably everyone out 
there writing songs feels the same way. It’s just 
that you don’t talk them very much. But Ben 
is so candid and open about himself. He and! 
can also sit around and talk about how easy it is 
employ simple methods songwriting that 
impresses people or even impresses yourself and 
you know that it’s just It’s sort the 
way guitar players actually aren’t really apply- 
ing much pressure the strings but they’re out 
there sweating and groaning. 


SO IT TOOK YOU FOUR YEARS TO FIND A SONGWRITER 
YOU COULD REALLY RELATE TO? | don’t hang out 
with a lot of musicians. I meet other musicians, 
but don’t hang out and talk with them. Most 
intimates aren’t musicians. Many them 
are artists, and some are musicians. But not 
many are songwriters. actually don’t get 
much chance parlay with people who 
do. And beyond the record itself, the best 
part being able hang out with someone 
who understands what’s it’s like to be me. And 
it’s not just that both play piano. It’s that 

we both worship Jesus Christ Superstar and we're 
not afraid unabashedly sing the studio. 
both fucking nerds. comes from 
more place and come from more ’80s 
place, but have the same threads punk 
rock woven together with sentimentality that 
makes really hard for people explain. find 
that I can’t even explain Ben’s music to other 
people. You can hear little this and little 
that, but he rocks out, he plays hard. Listening 
to our music, it’s very different, but it’s been 
exhilarating feel understood it’s like 
we're different versions of each other in a way. 


WHAT MADE YOU DECIDE IT WAS TIME TO DO A SOLO 
ALBUM? First and foremost, these songs had been 
piling up. There were always songs that got cast 
aside because they didn’t have drums. And there 
were songs put aside because Brian didn’t like 
them. And ever since that pile started accumu- 
lating, noted head that with many bands 
that know the frontperson will take that stash 
songs and eventually solo record. Brian 
was really supportive it. 
Simultaneously, the band started under 
lot strain. knew it, and everyone around 
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us was seeing red flags all around us. “You guys need 
to take a break. You've been on tour with each other 
24/7 for four years. Just stop and do something else.” 
So it made perfect sense to me that this would be 

the time to do the solo project. When Ben offered to 
produce it, the stars just aligned. Any material that I 
had stashed plus handful new songs had recent- 
ly written were considered for the record. And I’m 
still working on it. I mean, the album’s not even half 
finished. I’m still writing new material and tweak- 
ing. As with every single project in my life, what was 
just going simple album quiet piano ballads 
has expanded into complete explosion. Also, very 
keeping with every project I’ve ever done, I’m finding 
that I want to get everybody involved. I’ve got my 
friends from all different bands doing things. 


LIKE WHO? The range cool. Zoé Keating from Ras- 
putina played bunch cello. She slayed. And 
got some drums on there from Doni Schroader, who 
I know from. . .

AFTER ALL THAT’S HAPPENED OVER THE PAST YEAR, DO 
YOU STILL FEEL LIKE A BOSTON BAND? | think if a band 
still lives in town, then they’re a local band. And 
we've continued to do shit in town. I think it’s more 
question of, wherever am, I’m going doing 
shit. And if I’m in Boston, which is where | live, I’m 
going shit Boston. And there difference 
between that and saying “I think it’s really impor- 
tant give back the community.” Because that’s 
not what really motivates me. What motivates me is 
just liking things the place that I’m and 
liking the immediate effects that it has on my life 
and the lives of those around me. 


COMING OUT OF LEFT FIELD, PLAYING DRAG BARS, WEARING 
MAKE-UP AND ALL THAT, DID YOU EVER FEEL LIKE PART OF 
A PARTICULAR LOCAL SCENE? If you do hang out at the 
Middle East every night, and you play in a really 
rock with a“w” band, then going play- 
ing with a lot of the same bands on the same bills 
as part of a scene.

the equally lucrative and even more graphic 
Hostel (2005) and Turistas (2006). 

The phenemon is understandable, toa 
point. People are angry and scared. They 
want punish the terrorists and protect 
themselves and their loved ones, and so 
interrogations involving torture can seem 
reasonable, if contrary to the Constitution 
and international treaty. Perhaps, like 
those who made The Dirty Dozen and other 
throw-out-the-rulebook portrayals war 
so popular at the start of the Vietnam quag- 
mire, those who rejoice in such torture are 
frustrated and just want to get the whole 
thing over with. 

Why it, then, that the most popu- 
lar torture movies (unlike, say, in 24), the 
victims aren’t Al Qaeda villains, but people 
like the viewers themselves? In “We Love 
to Torture,” a December 16, 2006, op-ed for 
the LATimes, the critic A.S. Hamrah notes, 
“Torture is a duty that filmmakers. . . 
have convinced us is a lot of fun . . . a form 
of therapy that’s good for its victims, who 
deserve — even need — it.” 

True, maybe, for Sheik Omar, but what 
about the yuppies Hostel the co-eds 
the upcoming Hostel these victims, 
identical for the most part with the people 
watching the movies, need torture therapy 
because they feel guilty about wanting 
inflict torture others, about responding 
to the dark side by going over to the dark 
side (as Dick Cheney said might be neces- 
sary in waging the war against terror) and 
keeping America supposedly safe from evil- 
doers by unleashing hell on someone else? 
The war Iraq might not yet obviously

here’s doubt about it: right 

now, God is on the side of the 

atheists. 

The unbelief 

are having their Pentecostal 
moment. The spirit upon them, 
endowing them with the gift tongues 
and commanding them spread the Bad 
News. British contrarian and journalist 
Christopher Hitchens’s current smash God 
Is Not Great (Twelve) was preceded on the 
bestseller lists by Richard Dawkins’s The 
God Delusion (Houghton Mifflin) and Sam 
Letter Christian Nation (Knopf). 
Then there’s Tufts professor Daniel 
Dennett, whose Breaking the Spell: Religion 
as a Natural Phenomenon (Penguin) has also 
been doing quite well. 

pure publishing terms, this mini- 
boom in godlessness can be interpreted 
backlash against the mumbo-jumbo 
juggernaut The Vinci Code and its ilk. 
More profoundly, has provoked serious 
public discussion the role faith 
our current politics, and in the prosecu- 
tion of the so-called war on terror. And 
more profoundly still, has given the 
average unreligious Seinfield fan, well, 
something believe in. Secularism not 
glorious: it’s dude Starbucks tweak- 
ing his Blackberry. Now last, with 
these champions going before him, this 
slumped figure can rise and partake 
that cosmic gallantry which the faith- 
ful, hitherto, have had a monopoly. 

With the exception Dennett’s 
work (he mildly researches “the belief 
belief”), the manner these books 
urgent and intemperate: atheism, 
their authors insist, is an idea whose 
time has come, and the sooner this reli- 
gion business gets knocked the head, 
the better things will for everyone. 
And since the antidote piety dis- 
respect, the believer can count few 
courtesies their pages. Dawkins labels 
churchgoers “faith-heads”: word 
pronounced, presumably, with the 
same asperity “crackheads.” Hitchens 
returns again and again the idea that 
religion belongs “to the infancy man- 
kind,” and scolds and chides the reli- 
gious accordingly. Harris’s style hoarse 
and didactic, fitted to what he sees as a 
state global emergency: “You believe 
that Christianity unrivaled source 
of human goodness,” he writes. “You 
believe that the Bible the most pro- 
found book ever written and that its con- 
tents have stood the test time well 
that must have been divinely inspired. 
All these beliefs are false.” 

Even the genial Dennett, who 
bearded like Santa Claus, proposes with 
professorial twinkle that the God-free 
called “brights,” and credits them with 
significant moral edge: apparently, 
brights have the lowest divorce rate the 
United States. 

The atheists have also carried their 
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crusade the media, where, far, their 
opponents have been brought low like 
something from Psalm 18 (“Yea, he sent 
out his arrows, and scattered them; and 
shot out lightnings, and discomfited 
them.”) Consider, for example, the 
the Reverend debated Christopher 
Hitchens the New York Public Library, 
the notion “God Not Great.” The 
debate was a rhetorical mismatch, with- 
out particular interest until the moment 
when the Creator, in His wisdom, 
allowed Sharpton open his mouth spec- 
tacularly wide and insert the entirety 
his own foot. 

Alluding the Mormonism 
Republican candidate Mitt Romney, 
Sharpton grandly told his audience not 
worry, because Romney would be defeat- 
“those who really believe God.” 
Lazy chuckles from the crowd. But within 
hours, the Romney war machine had 
mobilized: the candidate went before the 
cameras complaining “religious big- 
otry,” appealingly casting himself the 
tole maligned believer and forcing the 
reverend into blustery self-defense. 

Worse, the suitability of Mormonism 
presidential candidate tricky area 
for Mitt was suddenly off the table 
issue: which Romney’s conservative 
opponents would want the same 
side, even for second, Sharpton? 
Score one for the Mormonator. Hitchens, 
meanwhile, preened triumph. 
glittered with delight: here, the front 
page, was the sort low-brow tribal god- 
squabble that gave meaning the sub- 
title his book: “How Religion Poisons 
Everything.” 


HOUNDS HELL 

Next, consider the fate Ted Haggard. 

In 2005, the then-pastor of the New Life 
Church and chairman the National 
Association Evangelicals was inter- 
viewed-slash-confronted Dawkins for 
documentary religion called The Root 
All Evil? Filmed the New Life compound 
Colorado Springs, was leering, 
lip-curling encounter, showpiece 
contempt, in which the atheist Dawkins 
accused the Biblical literalist Haggard 
(somewhat tautologically, perhaps) 
knowing nothing about evolution, while 
Haggard suggested that grand- 
children might one day “laugh him” 
for his belief natural selection. “You 
wanna bet?” snarled Dawkins, his mad- 
scientist eyebrows standing quill-like 
fury. The pastor then threw Dawkins and 
the camera crew off his land, uttering the 
classic creationist retort: “You called 
children animals!” 

The events that have since overtaken 
Haggard indeed bear the distinct 
imprint what creationists call the 
argument from design. What more per- 
fectly appointed doom could there 
for evangelical preacher than that 
male whores? Haggard, his ministry 
ruins, was last seen emerging from three 
weeks faith-based counseling with the 
declaration that was now “completely 
heterosexual.” The infidel Dawkins has 
meanwhile sailed into riches and best- 
sellerdom. Even Mike Jones, the escort 
with whom Haggard shared his meth- 
romps, looks set to have a hit this sum- 
mer with his upcoming kiss-and-tell Had 
Say Something: The Art Ted Fall 
(Seven Stories). “My muscles seemed 
biggest attraction,” writes Jones. 
“Until took off pants.” Truly, the 
Lord works in mysterious fucking ways. 

Or maybe not so mysterious. If there 
was one thing Jesus hated, was 
hypocrite: “For with what judgment 
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Doubt, doubt, let all out

When 
one considers the fact that this the 
very institution that has produced and 
sheltered elite army child-molest- 
ers, the whole enterprise begins exude 
truly diabolic aura misspent human 
energy.” (On April 20, the commission 
issued its findings: “Our conclusion 
that the many factors that have con- 
sidered give serious theological and 
liturgical grounds for hope that un-bap- 
tized infants who die will saved and 
enjoy the beatific vision.”) 


THE LIMITS KNOWINGNESS 
The atheist authors are not without glib- 
ness. Their nose-in-the-air dismissal

worn close to the heart makes all the 
sense in the world. Dawkins, Hitchens, 
and Harris also share a peculiar quality 
being pissed God: for professed disbe- 
lievers Supreme Being, their attacks 
him are rather personal. Dawkins says 
He’s lazy. Hitchens compares Him Kim 
Jong-ll. “Our own bodies,” writes Harris 
irritably, “testify to the whimsy and 
incompetence the creator.” 

But perhaps should allow them 
their smirkings and sulks. They’re 
only human, after all, and Dawkins, 
Hitchens, and Harris are in the fight of 
their lives against rocks-in-the-head reli- 
gious fundamentalism. The woolly mid- 
dle ground of faith — embraced by the 
majority whose devotions are more dubi- 
ous — they’re less bothered about. “I have 
little doubt,” writes Harris, “that liberals 
and moderates find the eerie certainties 
the Christian right troubling 
do.” 

If you’re neither a rancidly closeted 
anti-gay preacher nor a television blow- 
hard for Christ, if you’re not a child- 
molesting priest suicide bomber, 
but simply one the modestly fallible 
millions who suspects that you might 
have some other-than-biological relation 
the force that brought you into being, 
you may feel that the current atheist cru- 
sade not about you. You’d wrong. 
Put your faith against the whetstone, 
brother and sister: these books can 
read with profit any believer, from the 
most frigid Catholic the wishy-washi- 
est homemade transcendentalist. joke 
from Hitchens: what did the Buddhist 
Say the hot-dog vendor? “Make one 
with everything.”) 

There might something unwhole- 
some, even slightly insane, in their 
attempt remove the category the 
divine from human experience. But 
storming into the catacombs doctrinal 
absurdity, and into television studios 
where the air thick with sanctimony 
one surprised that the camera lenses 
are not in need of a reguiar wiping-down, 
the atheists are doing all favor. 
They’re turning the glare reality. 
better thank God forthem.

From the earth, with love 


CLICHES Grain and Salt skips the stereotypes and delivers lively, authentic indian cuisine. 


There are three holy grails we seek on the 
restaurant-review beat. One is the “quiet, ro- 
mantic place that isn’t expensive.” Everyone 
requests this, but it seems no one actually 
patronizes such places, because the market 
fails to produce them. (Year after year, the 
restaurants get louder, less romantic, if more 
dramatic, and more expensive — apparently 
there just aren’t any more third dates.) Then 
there is the “baseball-scout special,” where 
one can catch a potential superstar chef cre- 
atively breaking out his her first little 
bistro. This happens, sometimes even few 
times a year. Lastly, we have my personal 
favorite: the “immigrant-patronized ethnic 
restaurant that’s still upscale” least 
upscale enough, that is, to work for outsid- 
ers. It’s a delicate balance, but Grain and Salt 
walks the line, and does so in defiance of ste- 
reotypical Indian restaurants. 

Hidden in this modest Allston storefront 
linen-tablecloth Indo-Pakistani restau- 
rant. big draw Grain and Salt turns out 
to be meat that’s certified halal, the Muslim 
equivalent of kosher, so — at last! — obser- 
vant Muslims can eat out without having to 
pick through the menu. This naturally tilts 
the kitchen toward meat dishes, but it also 
locks in a base of customers native to the 
cuisine, which makes ethnic restaurants 
Strive to be that much better. Grain and Salt 
has lively food all kinds, except for pork 
and alcohol. So India’s only important pork 
dish, the vindaloo of Goa, is prepared with 
shrimp. The vegetarian in our party ended up 
happy as a cabbage. 

Don’t miss the vegetable pakoras ($3.50), 
six fried fritters full of crisp vegetables, held 
together with chickpea flour. With came 
outstanding mint and spicy tamarind chut- 
neys that were clearly house-made and fresh. 
Also the vegan A-list would haria kebab 
($8), actually three patties skewer 


sight — of softer, better-cooked cauliflower, 
chickpeas, and spinach. was about crum- 
bly as a good crab cake, and was very tasty 
alone or with the two chutneys. Only after 
ordering did notice platter homemade sa- 
mosas ($4) pyramidal pasties by. Next 
time, we'll start with those. 

Ona cool night, a vegetable soup ($3.50) 
was outstanding. The broth was a simple stock 
celery and onion, little sneaky hot pepper, 
and a little starch; the vegetables included 
slices of water chestnut. This is a result of a 
decades-old South Asian fascination with Chi- 
nese food. Grain and Salt has a whole Chinese 
sub-menu, no doubt a boon to Muslims who 
fear the use pork all but vegan Chinese 

Murgh tikka chaat ($6), an appetizer that 
one usually sees in a yogurt sauce, is here a 
sliced tandoori chicken stir-fried with 
onions and peppers, with a green-herbal flavor. 

As for the entrées, palak paneer ($10.50) 
was a gingery version of the spinach purée 
with cubes of homemade and somewhat rub- 
bery cheese, plus a few shreds of ginger on top. 
The key to this dish is a rich but subtle spice 
blend, and the chef here offers one of the best 
in Boston. 

Madras fish ($12.50) is a superb dish in a red 
coconut-milk sauce. It’s not overly rich, but 
wraps the chunks white fish shifting 
series spicy flavors. ordered all our food 
“medium,” but when arrived, was actu- 
ally more hot than medium — and that was 
provided steered clear the dried chilies 
some dishes. 

Another entrée, lamb bhuna ($12), was sim- 
ilar to a stir-fry and full of lamb flavor, with 
cumin, peppers, and onions. The menu says 
was “grilled with Himalayan herbs,” and 
some dishes that had Nepali 
where the food often more 
Tustic and less sauce-based than most Indian- 
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restaurant food. Perhaps a versatile Nepali chef 
has taken a hand here. 

All the entrées are served with ultra- 
long-grain, aromatic basmati rice that resembles 
that of Persia. It’s cooked with a few whole 
cloves, an occasional cumin seed, and a dribble 
of saffron butter on top. And don’t miss the 
tandoori-oven breads. Our keema naan ($3.50) 
with brilliant ground-lamb stuffing made for 
one of the most delicious mouthfuls imaginable. 
Lamejun lovers, look East! 

Since there are no alcoholic beverages, you 
should take advantage of some delicious South 
Asian alternatives. Lassi ($3.25) — thinned yo- 
gurt — is available in sweet, salty, and mango 
varieties. The mango well flavored, but not 
too sweet to drink with entrées; the yogurt 
cuts some of the spices. Lemonade ($2) was 
not so impressive; I had hoped for something 
more like the Southeast Asian salty lemonade. 
Masala tea ($2), now called “chai” in America, 
was simply black tea with a spice mixture and 
hot milk, more refreshing and spicy than the 
creamy-sweet Americanized versions. 

Desserts are often the weakest course at In- 
dian restaurants, and Grain and Salt is appar- 
ently not looking to break that tradition. My 
favorite was lychee kulfi ($3.50), the original 
ice cream. It was icier and less rich than most 
kulfi, though the lychee flavor was real and 
wonderful. Kulfi also comes in strawberry, 
mango, and plain flavors, but not the classic 
pistachio-cardamom. The rice pudding ($3.25) 
was not quite finished; it was still warm, 
soupy, and a little gritty. The basmati-rice 
flavor came through a not-so-sweet pudding, 
and was accented by cloves and a few raisins. 

I suspect this would have been better the next 
day. Another partial success was gulab jamun 
($2.75), which sometimes resembles miniature 
cheesecakes. It was as dense as marzipan, but 
saved somewhat by distinctly non-Asian berry 
and raspberry-purée toppings. 

The service and atmosphere Grain and 
Salt deserve special mention. Within the mod- 
est storefront lie touches of luxury, from table 
linens and uniformed servers to nicer and 
more modern decorations. The owners seem 
to have made a deliberate decision to avoid the 
clichés of Indian-restaurant décor, and feature 
mostly contemporary wall art that wouldn’t 
be out of place in any South End bistro, sushi 
bar, or townhouse. The unusual design of the 
flatware led me to turn over a piece to check 
the origin. “Ikea,” it read. Oh well, good taste 
is international. The background music also 
seemed to be deliberately non-exotic. Most of 
our meal was accompanied by light jazz; our 
desserts brought a cover version of “Celebra- 
tion.” Classic soul is international, too. ©
